Mr. Wilkinson of the Great Northern Railway company appeared 
in the interests of that road, with information and mileage state- 
ment for 1903. 

Mr. Foster of the Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company 
was also heard by the board. 

Mr. H. B. Dike in behalf of the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault 
Ste. Marie Railway company and Mr. Walker of the Bismarck, 
Washburn & Great Falls Railway company were also heard for 
their respective companies. 

Mr. I. P. Baker appeared before the board regarding the assess- 
ment of the Bismarck, Washburn and Gt. Falls Railway company, 
asking that the assessment be raised to correspond to the assess- 
ment of other roads.

bring the assessment of those roads up to what I believe to be a rela- 
tive value and for the purpose of amending the assessment of the 
Bismarck, Washburn & Great Falls Railway by lowering the assess- 
ment to bring its assessment to what I believe to be a relative value, 
I therefore move that the vote by which such assessment was made • 
be reconsidered. 

Turner, McMillan, Frich, and Holmes voting, "no." White "aye." 

Motion lost. 

The board took up the assessment of Express companies and Mr. 
Wilkinson appeared in behalf of the Great Northern Express Com- 
pany and Mr. Fernald in behalf of the Northern Pacific Express 
Company regarding the assessment of their respective companies.

On motion the assessment of "Lands, exclusive of structures and 
other Improvements" was taken up for consideration. 

Senator McDonald, E. H. Wilson and I. P. Baker appeared in 
behalf of the Wool Growers' Association regarding the assessment 
of sheep and live stock for the year 1903, and presented the following 
letter : 

To the Members of the State Board of Equalisation : 

9 

Gentlemen : — 

We respectfully offer, in the interests of the live stock owners of 
this state, this request: 

That your Honorable Board in equalizing the values of property 
within this State will afford to live stock relatively fair treatment, 
as compared with real estate, railroads, city property, and other 
classess of tax paying property. 

We respectfully submit that your Honorable Board in reducing the 
valuation of live stock about twenty per cent last year offered some 
relief, but not sufficient as compared with the great decrease in the 
value of the live stock property generally since the last meeting of 
vour Board. 

We respectfully urge that the lands of the Red River Valley, and 
other sections of the State, especially the five million acres of the 
former that are Worth about $25 per acre, and which were last 
year equalized at an average of $5.95 per acre, (Valley lands), and 
of which 2,799,526 acres were under cultivation in 1902, are wholly 
undervalued to the extent or not less than fifty per cent, as compared 
with the equalized values of live stock, cattle, horses, sheep and gen- • 
eral merchandise. It should be borne in mind that sheep a.nd cattle 
are at the present time worth not less than thirty per cent less than 
they were in August, 1902 ; the last year's valuation of $8.00 each 
on one year old cattle is about two thirds of their marketable value. 
The same can be said of the equalized value .of two and three year 
old cattle and cows. 

We respectfully submit that the great shortage of hay crop 
throughout the state, and the necessary increased cost of furnish- 
ing a sufficient supply of hay, and the relatively greater cost of car- 
ing for cattle because of their reduced value places our industry 
in the position of asking at the hands of the State Board of Equaliza-* 
tion absolutely fair treatment as compared with real estate, lands, 
and other classes of assessed property. 

The great shortage in the wool clip, which is estimated to be not 
less than twenty per cent per capita, and the gr^at reduction m the 
percentage of the lamb yield, which will not exceed fifty per cent, and 
the decreased price of mutton, lambs and breedtn^ sheep, compels the 
owners of flocks to ask that their industry receive at your hands 
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•earnest consideration to the extent that the equalized value ot sheep 
T>e decreased to the extent of not less than twenty-five per cent as 
compared with last year's equalization. 

Praying that your honorable board will grant the relief herein 
asked to the owners of all classes of live stock, thus reaching the 
"homes of those who are carrying the great burden of taxes of our 
•Government, we remain,
